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PREFACE. 



So far as the contents of the present volume are concerned, prefatory 
observations may be dispensed with, as anything which the editor deemed 
necessary to be said, in the way of explanation or comment, has been 
embodied in footnotes. With regard to future publications, however, an 
intimation has to be made of an addition to the series, which will be 
gratifying to those interested in Glasgow history. 

The protocol books originally intended to be published down to the year 

1600 were (1) William Hegait's three volumes embracing the period 1547-76; 

(2) Henry Gibson's three volumes 1555-76 and 1598-1603; (3) Archibald 

Hegait's three volumes 1581-1604; (4) John Ros's volume 1588-9; and (5) 

George Huchesone's volume 1587-1605. It has just been ascertained that 

there is preserved in the General Register House, Edinburgh, a protocol 

hpok relating to Glasgow properties, embracing the period 1530-9, and thus 

of a date considerably earlier than the oldest in the above list. The protocol 

book referred to is that of Michael Fleming, designated in his docquets 

"clerk in the diocese of Glasgow, notary public by apostolic and imperial 

authority." One or two of Fleming*s instruments are printed in Liber CoUegii 

Hostre Bomine; but it is believed that the book itself has hitherto escaped 

the notice of local investigators. Arrangements are now being made with 

the view of obtaining abstracts of Fleming's protocols, and it is hoped that 

these, together with the remainder of William Hegait's protocols, will be 

comprised in the next printed volume.

The subdeans of Glasgow bad the parishes of Cadder 
and Monkland as their prebend. Subsequent to the 
Reformation, and after Hamilton ceased to hold otlloe, 
the subdeanery was usually held by the minister 
either of Cadder or Monkland. David Cunynghome, 
minister of Cadder and Monkland from 1572 to 1577 
(when he was made bishop of Aberdeen) succeeded 
Hamilton as subdean. Andrew Polwarth, the next 
minister, had a gift of the subdeanery from King 
James VI., on 17th March, 1578 (Pagti EccUMe, iii.. 
p. 40). In 1665 John Rosse, minister of Old Monkland, 
with consent of the dean and chapter of Glai^ow, 
resigned the subdeanery in favour of Glasgow University 
{Muni^ne^Ua AlmCy i., p. 395). The earl of Kilmarnock 
about the same time resigned the rights he had in the 
subdeanery (/6., p. 388), these rights having perhaps 
been originally acquired by his ancestor, Robert, lord 



Boyde, from Patrick Walkinschaw, minister of Monk- 
land, and confirmed by King Charles I. on 17th March, 
1624 (R.M.8., viii., No. 604). Anna, duchess of HamU.. 
ton, had apparently some interest in the subdeanery 
which she resigned to the college, as is shown by crown 
charter of confirmation, dated 5th April, 1664 (76., pp. 
390-3X By charter from King Charles IL, in 1670, the 
subdeanery was united to the patrimony of the college, 
and there were bestowed on the Professor of Theology 
the honour and privileges of subdean in the chapter of 
Glai^ow {Munimenta^ i., pp. 401.11).

who had a famous disputation with John Knox, con- 
tinued in possession of the abbacy till his death, on 
22nd August, 1664. On 9th October thereafter George 
Buchanan got from the privy council the g^t of a 
pension of £600 from the abbey lands, but he seems 
to have had difficulty in collecting it. In July, 1665, 
Allan Stewart, brother of James Stewart, laird of Car- 
donald, obtained a gift of the abbacy, and came to an 
arruigement with Buchanan about his pension. The 



earl of Cassillis, in 1666, got from the King and Queen 
a lease of the abbacy which virtually annulled Stewart's 
gift and caused disputes between the rivals, but does 
not seem to have stayed the alienation by Stewart of 
the landed possessions of the abbey.
